Excluding the few who 
deny the need for any change of 
system at all, thers appear to be 
two main schools of thought. One 
sees high merit in the Colonial 
Office suggestion that a repre- 
sentative municipal council offers 
the best line of approach. For 
‘such a council, this group would 
approve clections on the widest 
reasonable franchise for all 
sections of the community, with 
the Legislative Council as a sort 
of Second Chamber, with, bey 
cause of its special legislative role, 
a controlling influence. There is 
another view which secs in the 
creation of 2 municipal council an 
unnecessary .:and cunfusing com- 
plication. This group favours 
rather, radical chanyes in the con- 
stitution of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, providing for an Unofficial 
majority with at least two-thirds 
of its members elected by the peo- 
ple. The necessity for two pub- 
lic bodies is disputed. Conviction 
is that, given an Unofficial ma- 
jority, the Legislative Council 
could, as now, under different 
conditions, be entrusted with all 
the powers that would pass into 
the hands of a municipal council. 
The main points of contention 
are sct out in another page as a 
questionnaire. in skeleton form, 
these questions cover the pro- 
blems that will most exercise the 
attention of constirution-framers, |
